Rex Seward and John Pitcher plead ­ 
ed gu ilty and are ou t on parole, two 
more hav e nev er been a m . led and 
Pea entered a plea of not gu ilty . He 
contend ed on the stand this morning 
that he was innocent of the charge. 
The trial lasted abou t two hou rs. 


Concerning the 
retu rn of 
Scott 
Morgan who had been thou ght d ead 
for thirty y ears 
the 
Ind ianapolis 
News had a story in Mond ay ’s issu e. 
The principal facts were giv enf in 
Satu rd ay ’s Repu blican. 
The News 
say s: 
, 
A fter an absence of thirty y ears, 
d u ring the most of which time his 
wife and other members of his family 
su pposed that he was d ead , Scott 
Morgan has retu rned to Ind ianapolis 
and is now' v isiting his d au ghter, Mrs. 
Betsy Cru d ely , at 208 V 
2 Ind iana av e­ 
nu e. 
Bu t Morgan d oes not wish to be 
pu t in “the class 
that “that 
fellow 
Tenny son wrote abou t 
that Enoch 
Ard en fellow*.” He say s his wife who 
liv es in Ru sh cou nty , has nev er m ar­ 
ried , and he is ju st as positiv e in his 
statem ent that he also has not m ar­ 
ried in spite of the fact that, for a 
great many y ears he believ ed his wife 
to be d ead . 
“Y oiy see,” he said , “after I left 
ou r home in Ru sh cou nty thirty y ears 
ago I went to W ashington territory . 
Many , many y ears ago I saw a fellow 
that was coming back to v isit at Cin­ 
cinnati. 
I hired him to stop off at 
Ru shv ille and mak e an inv cstigatio » 
abou t my folk s and how they were 
getting along. 
He came back and 
told me my wife was d ead and I be­ 
liev ed him. 
I nev er was more su r­ 
prised in my life than I was a short 
time ago when I got back and ,fou nd 
her aliv e. I d on’t belibv e the fellow I 
hired ev er went near Ru shv ille.” 
Morgan say s he left home on ac­ 
cou nt of trou ble with his parents. 
Certain things that they d id , he said , 
pu t him d own and ou t. 
“I saw,” he 
said tod ay , “that T was going to hav e 
to bring my family u p in pov erty , so 
there was only one thing to d o, and I 
d id it. 
I left. 
A short time ago I 
heard that the old folk s were d ead . 
When I heard 
this I 
started 
for 
home.” 
Morgan d eclined to say ju st what 
his parents d id to offend him fu rther 
than to say that it was a few small 
d eals that pu t him d own and ou t. He 
said he nev er retu rned while 
they 
were liv ing becau se he k new there 
wou ld be trou ble if he d id . 
Morgan said his wife was glad to 
see him and will he gla>i to hav e him 
etu rn here 
to 
liv e. 
“I hav e 
no 
trou ble now in my family ,” he said . 
“Bu t I d on’t k now for su re that I will 
come back to Ind iana to liv e. 
You 
see, I feel—well. I feel a. bit ou t of 
place here after I hav e been away so 
ong” 
Whefri Morgan left home he wore 
only a mu stache. 
Whmi he retu rned 


he wore a fu ll beard . 
His wife d id 
not k now him, bu t he so.on conv inced 
hlr that he was Scott Morgan.

He is alleg ed, how­ 
ever, to have misapplied $16,000,000 of 
the ban k’s fun ds, throug h memoran ­ 
dum n otes sig n ed with the n ames of 
clerks, in an en deavor to keep his vast 
en terprises afloat.

W alsh was foun d g uilty on 
fifty -four coun ts an d sen ten ced to five 
y ears’ imprison men t in the federal 
prison at Fort Leaven worth, Kan . 


Ten Great Craft o f the Air Get Away 
at St. Lo uis. 
St. Louis, Oct. 5.—Ten balloon s sail­ 
ed from St. Louis last even in g toward 
the southeast. The passag e above the 
city from the g roun ds of the Aero 
club was made at a heig ht of 500 feet. 
Six ty thousan d person s, man y cen ten ­ 
n ial week visitors, were on the Aero 
club g roun ds. 
The ascen sion s were delay ed but 
little an d were as perfect as could be. 
The big g as bag s, heavily weig hted 
with ballast, floated slowly above the 
heads of the spectators, who cheered 
the aeron auts. 
Two of the balloon s, 
the Peoria an d Missouri, had g asbag s 
of 40,000 cubic feet an d were in a spe­ 
cial race. 
The others were 78,000 
cubic footers an d raced for medals an d 
prizes. 
The smaller g asbag s are ex ­ 
pected to remain in the air eig hteen 
hours an d the larg er forty hours. To­ 
day they are reported over Ken tucky 
an d Ten n essee. 
The g en tle breeze 
moved the air craft slowly an d afford­ 
ed ample time for the spectators tc 
bid the occupan ts g ood-by . 
The Clevelan d was the first to g et 
away in the race of the big balloon s. 
This was followed by St. Lctuis III., 
Cen ten n ial, Pommery , New York, Un i­ 
versity City , In dian a an d the Hoosier. 
The Hoosier was disq ualified, as Dr. 
Crum is n ot a licen sed pilot. 
How­ 
ever, he sailed away for the sport of 
balloon in g . 
John Berry , pilot of the Un iversity 
City , was the favorite of the specta­ 
tors. 
His craft was patched on the 
g roun d as the bi°r bag was filled. 
He 
followed the New York, the most mod 
ern craft in the race. 
All balloon s carried as much ballast 
as possible, an d ex pect to make lon g 
flig hts. Un der the con dition s in which 
they sailed they will n ot have to let 
out g as un til late today . 
The Lahm 
cup, n ow held by Captain F. DeForest 
Chan dler, is on e of the prizes soug ht 
by the aeron auts. 
A flig ht of more 
than 475 miles will g et it.

New York, Oct. 5.—Past the white 
dome of Gran t's tomb an aeroplan e 
floated, then tur. n g g racefully in mid­ 
air over the waters of the Hudson , 
shot like u fa 
n back to Govern or’s 
Islan d, ten miles away . W ilbur W rig ht 
of Day ton , O., thus placed his n ame in 
the ran k with Hudson an d Fulton in 
on e of the most spectacular feats in 
the history of aeron autics. 
Over the masses of warships, from 
whose decks the hoarse cheers of the 
sailors were born e up to him in his 
elevated, seat, he flew for twen ty 
miles—ten miles up an d ten miles 
back—remain in g in the air for thirty - 
three m in utes an d thirty -three sec­ 
on ds, an d alig htin g at the aerodrome 
without mishap. 
Durin g the flig ht busin ess was prac­ 
tically at a stan dstill in all that part 
of M an hattan from which a view of 
his rem arkable performan ce was avail­ 
able. 
Harbor craft shrieked their ap­ 
plause, cheer after cheer swept up 
from the ban ks of the Hudson an d the 
lower bay —for the Day ton aviator had 
“made g ood,” crown in g the aviation 
prog ram of the Hudson -Fulton cele­ 
bration with a record. The flig ht was 
made un der con dition s on ly moderate­ 
ly favorable. 
The win d was blowin g 
about ten miles an hour. 
Almost 
in distin g uishable 
ag ain st ! 
the g ray -ban ked clouds, the machin e j 
soared past old Castle W illiams an d 
soon en tered the can on made by the 
g ian t sky scrapers of M an hattan Islan d j 
an d tbe Jersey hills. At this poin t the 
aeroplan e was fly in g at a heig ht of 
n early 200 feet, but un ex pected air j 
curren ts caused by the g reat buildin g s 
moved the aviator to brin g his craft j 
closer to the water. 
Tiltin g the ele- j 
vatin g rudder, he slowly broug ht the 
machin e dAwn . slopin g g radually un til ; 
he was but a bare hun dred feet above | 
the tootin g ferry boats an d the busy ' 
river traffic. 
His motor was churn in g 
as reg ularly as a clock an d, settlin g i 
himself in his seat, he sped on ward j 
up the river. 
Over the warships of four g reat pow­ 
ers he passed, his prog ress marked by ; 
cheers from the sailors of his own 
coun try an d those of Great Britain , 
German y , Fran ce an d Italy . The blue­ 
jackets lin ed the rails of their ships 
an d g azed in won dermen t at the little 
craft above them, perhaps thin kin g 
vag uely that some day it mig ht ren der 
their own mon ster fig htin g machin es 
obsolete. 
When the air vessel reached the 
British cruiser Arg y ll, an chored an 
eig hth of a mile above G ran t’s Tomb. 
W rig ht broug ht his direction rudders 
in to play an d, describin g an easy an d 
g raceful curve, started on his return 
journ ey down the river. 
The win d 
con dition s which had bothered him on 
the journ ey up were n ow more favor­ 
able. an d it was here that the speed 
possibilities of the machin e were de­ 
m on strated. 
While the ten miles up­ 
stream occn pied n early twen ty min ­ 
utes, the return flig ht was made in a 
little more than thirteen min utes, or 
at a rate approx imately of forty -two 
miles an hour. 
Nearin g the harbor en tran ce ag ain , 
he was con fron ted with the same arch­ 
itectural con dition s which had caused 
him to vary his altitude on the way 
up. 
Ag ain be lowered himself, an d 
when he reached the open waters o f 
the bay he was fly in g barely six ty 
feet above the surface. 
Then ce on ­ 
ward he g rn dux illy lessen ed his heig ht. 
Past Govern or's Islan d the machin e 
sped, an eig hth of a mile over the bay , 
then veerin g sharply aroun d, W rig ht 
headed swiftly for the lan din g place, 
in which he settled with the ease o f a 
bird amid the en thusiastic plaudits of 
soldiers an d civilian s. 
W rig ht wen t to W ashin g ton today , 
where ho will in struct army officers in 
the m an ipulation of the W rig ht aero­ 
plane which the sig n al corps pur­ 
chased last Aug ust.
